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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1 , line 3 the words -having a first end portion, a mediate portion and a 
second end portion- have been inserted after the words "top tube". 

In claim 2, line 2 the words "a first end" have been changed to -the first end-. 

These changes were made to avoid a single 112, 2 nd paragraph rejection Office 
Action of the limitations "the second end" in claim 1 , lines 7 and 8 since this "second 
end" did not have antecedent basis. 

Applicant's election without traverse of Species I, claims 1-12 in the replies filed 
on 4/25/05 and 5/23/05 are acknowledged. Since all remaining claims have been 
cancelled and the election was made without traverse, there are no outstanding 
election/restriction issues remaining. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose a bicycle frame having a first frame including a top tube with a 
positioning member having a first end integrally formed at the middle of the top tube and 
a second end extended rearwardly in an oblique manner; a middle body pivotally 
mounted to the top tube and including a seat tube located at the second end of the top 
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tube, a first arm pivotally mounted on the second end of the top tube by a first pivot 
shaft and having a first end mounted at the middle portion of the seat tube and 
extended at an angle forwardly and downwardly in an oblique manner, and a second 
arm having a first end mounted on the second end of the first arm and a second end 
extended rearwardly and downwardly in an oblique manner; a shock-absorber mounted 
between the top tube and the middle body and having a first end pivotally mounted at 
the middle portion of the top tube and a second end pivotally mounted on the second 
end of the first arm of the middle body; a second frame pivotally mounted at the 
positioning member of the first frame and including two arms each having a first end 
pivotally mounted at the second end of the positioning member by a second pivot shaft 
and a second end having a snap hole; and two holders mounted between the middle 
body and the second frame.
